There is no superstition more deep-

As an emblem of good fortune 
it holds ride of. placo, Nelson did 
not disdain to nail a Lorseshoo tothe 
mast of the“Victory. In the early 
of the nineteenth century the

In Greece and Rome horses were 
not. shod. The ancients were con- 
tent with wrapping filer cloth round 
the feet of their horses in cold weath- 
er, or when it was necessary to pass 
through, miry districts; Ingtead of de- 
visi horseshoes, théy turned their 
attention to hardening the hoofs of 
their mounts.
